but I'm glad-to be out."

Justice Marshall's order is ef- 


fective until the Supreme Court 
acts on Father Groppi's appeal 
of the conviction last year for 
resisting arrest during a 1967 
open housing march.

WASHINGTON (AP) - A civ-

Senate GOP leader Everett M. 
Dirksen demanded the govern- 
ment end may result in a suit 
against the motion picture and 
television industries. 


Attorneys for the major movie 


studios and the three television 
networks began talks with Jus- 
tice Department civil rights offi- 
cials Monday in a last-ditch at- 
tempt to avert legal action. 


But if there is no settlement, 


the department is prepared to 
file complaints charging movie 
studios, TV networks and var- 
ious craft unions with anti-Ne- 
gro hiringpractices. 


Ironically, it was the movie 


industry probe that led Dirksen 
to threaten last March 27 to 
have Clifford L. Alexander Jr. 
fired as chairman of the Equal 
Employment Opportunity Com- 
mission. 


The Illinois R e p u b l i c a n 


claimed the EEOC, under Alex- 
ander's leadership, harassed in- 
dustry executives during hear- 
ings in Los Angeles. 


Responding to Dirksen, the 


White House announced Alexan- 
der would be replaced. But the 
young Negro lawyer quit before 
he was ousted. 


In doing so, Alexander pro- 


tested a "crippling lack of sup- 
port" by the Nixon administra- 
tion, particularly because the 
Justice Department had not act- 
ed on EEOC recommendations 
for a suit against the movie in- 
dustry. 


Citing Negro employment fig- 


ures, Alexander said the major 
Hollywood studios had only a 
handful of blacks among their 
nonperforming, off-carnera em- 


| ployes.

Ultimatum for 
Drinking Drivers 


Alcohol-related car iiccidcntN are 


killinu more than 25.000 Ameri- 
cans per year. To help catch the 
drunk driver, science has come up 
w i t h new and improved chemical 
tests for sobriety. These tests. 
which check blood, breath, urine. 
or saliva, are far more accurate 
than such old standbys as walking a 
straight line or pronouncing "Meth- 
odist Episcopal." 


But there has always been one 


big problem: what to do about the 
motorist who. after being stopped 
by a policeman, refuses to take the 
test. To force him to submit is 


to raise touchy questions of consti- 
tutional rights. 


Now, however, a growing number 


of states are finding the answer by 
passing an "implied consent" law. 
This law says that a motorist, just 
by using the public streets, gives 
his implied consent—in advance— 
to a sobriety test. Then, when he 
is halted, he faces a kind of ulti- 
matum: either take the test or lose 
your driver's license. 


True, he cannot be put to this 


choice without reasonable grounds. 
An arresting officer may not insist 
on a test unless there are visible 
signs that the driver really is in- 
toxicated. 


Furthermore, it does not count 


as a refusal to take the test if the 
motorist is simply unable to carry 
out the officer's instructions. 


In one unusual case, a motorist 


was unable to blow into a testing 
balloon because of difficulty with 
his dentures. A court ruled after- 
ward that, under these circum- 
stances, the state had no right to 
revoke the man's license. 


On the other hand, a refusal to 


take the test is..not..excused by! the 
fact that the motorist is later ac- 
quitted of having been intoxicated. 
His license can be revoked any- 
how, not as a penalty for drunk 
driving but as a penalty for his re- 
fusal to obey the officer's lawful 
request. 


"It must be remembered," said 


one court, "that it is a privilege to 
operate a motor vehicle on our 
highways and not a right. The slate 
may prescribe conditions on which 
that privilege is exercised."

Poor Dental Hygiene 
Causes Bitter Taste 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


Q—I have a bitter or me- 


tallic t a s t e in my mouth. 
What causes it and how can 
1 get rid of it? 


A—The commonest cause 


is poor dental hygiene. Other 
causes i n c l u d e excessive 
smoking; hiatal hernia; in- 
fections of the mouth, nose 
or throat and taking drugs 
that contain a metal ion. To 
get rid of it, you s h o u l d 
brush your teeth or rinse 
your mouth after every meal 
or snack. Have your doctor 
search for -the- cause -and 
eliminate it. 


Q—What would cause me 


to have a salty taste all the 
time? How can I prevent it? 


A—The cause and treat- 


ment are practically identi- 
cal to those listed in the pre- 
ceding question. 


Q—I have had a sour taste 


in my mouth for years. What 
could cause it and what do 
you recommend? 


A—Abnormal taste is often 


seen in persons who are past 
60, especially those who also 
complain of dry mouth. A 
sour taste may be due to a 
wearing-out of the sensory 
nerves that preceive other 
tastes faster than those that 
register sour. In a few per- 
sons, the cause may be an 
o r g a n i c brain disease. If 
your salivary glands are not 
secreting well your doctor 
may want you to trv «m-»n 
doses of nicotinamide sev- 
eral times a day. 


Q—After an attack of flu 


I lost my sense of taste and 
smell. Now, eight m o n t h s 
later, they have still not re- 
turned. Is there any cure for 
this'.'

Loss of the 
sense of smell is usually 
caused by chronic nasal con- 
gestion, n a s a l obstruction 
due to polyps or chronic al- 
lergic rhinitis. It is aggra- 
vated by heavy smoking and 
excessive use of nasal de- 
congestants. If your doctor 
can find the cause in your 
case, he should be able to 
help you find relief. 


Q—What are Tofranil and 


hydrochlorothiazide g i v e n 
for? 


A—Tofranil is an antide- 


pressant and the other drug 
is a diuretic and blood pres- 
sure reducer.

McCorkle, publishing until 
the 1929 consolidation.

Lowry Brothers. 


1883 -Sold to Withers & John- 


son, name changed to Hope Tele- 
graph. 


1883 — Later in same year 


resold to Claude McCorkle and 
renamed Hope Mercury. 


1884 —Sold to James H.Betts, 


who named it Hope Gazette, under 
which name it was published con- 
tinuously until 1922, published by 
Belts, J.L. Tullis, andCol.W.W. 
Folsom the last-named dying in

1916 — Purkins &Gatesbought 


the weekly Gazette and made it 
a companion paper to their new 
daily, Arkansas Evening Herald 
—but both papers suspended in 
1922. 


1926 — Plant was revived by 


Curtis Cannon as the weekly

1927 —Cannon sold plant to 


D.A. Gean, who established the 
morning Hope Daily Pi-ess.

WASHINGTON (AP) _ 
the 


railroad industry, under attack 
for an accident rate which has 
almost doubled in eight years, is 
expected to reluctantly endorse 
the Nixon administration's train 
safety bill, 


The industry, labor unions 


and the administration, includ- 
ing 
Transportation Secretary 


John Volpe, were called to testN 
fy on rail safety during hearings 
starting today by a Senate Com- 
merce subcommittee. 


The industry's endorsement, 


however reluctant, would mark 


abrupt turnabout from last 
an 
spring when rail spokesmen in 
sisted the industry should con- 
tinue, as it has for the past cen- 
tury, to police its own safety. 


However, some industry crit- 


ics see the move as an attempt 
to halt momentum behind two 
other bills, which take a tougher 
approach than the administra* 
tion measure. 


All three measures would re- 


quire the secretary of transpor- 
tation to establish 
minimum 


safety standards for all phases 
of railroad operations. 


But the other bills, introduced 


by Sens. Vance Hartke, D-Ind., 
and Abraham Ribicoff, D-Conn., 
impose, 
among other things, 


stiffer penalties and enforce- 
ment tools. 


Federal regulatory authority 


currently extends only to loco- 
motives, power brakes, signals, 
hours of service of employes 
and 
some 
safety appliances 


such as ladders and handrails 
on boxcars. 


While the federal government 


can prescribe how a dangerous 
commodity shall be packaged 
for rail shipment, it cannot in- 
spect the wheels or undercar- 
riage of the car in which it is to 
be moved, or the rails and track 
over which it is to pass. 


And while greater amounts of 


dangerous commodities— includ- 
ing Vietnam-bound ammunition, 
volatile industrial 
chemicals 


and, 
until 
recently, surplus 


Army war gas, move over the 
nation's railroads, more and 
more trains are jumping tracks 
with 
potentially 
disasterous 


consequences. 


Part of the blame must be 


laid to decades-old rolling.stock 
and rails forged at the turn of 
the century. In addition, labor 
unions charge the railroads with 
poor maintenance and failure to 
heed even existing safety laws. 


Allowing the industry to police 


itself— unlike such comparable 
industries as airlines and inter- 
state truck lines— has produced 
questionable results. 


Train accidents, two-thirds of 


which are derailments caused 
by factors not covered by exist* 
ing safety laws, are up from 
4,148 in 1961 to 8,028 In 1968-"a 
significant 
increase 
by 
any 


yardstick," 
according to the 


task force,

they are doing the best they can 
under financial limitations im« 
posed by an Inflation-plagued 
economy, say one of every four 
train accidents is caused by hu- 
man error—putting the onus on 
the unionized employes. 


Fighting earlier legislation, a 


spokesman for the Association 
of American Railroads—AAR— 
contended federal safety laws 
would Impose untenable finan- 
cial hardships on the Industry. 
Besides, he added, no one Is 
more concerned about rail safe- 
ty than the railroads. 


And Thomas M. Goodfellow, 


AAR president, told a House 
committee considering a 1968 
rail safety proposal the Industry 
couldn't do more than it was 
doing to better its safety record. 


A little more than a year lat- 


er, however, Goodfellow signed 
on behalf of the AAR a govern- 
ment report recommending, in 
part, "that legislation authoriz- 
ing broad federal regulatory 
powers should be enacted with 
certain safeguards."

well marked. That is to say, all 
the approaches to hill-tops have a 
yellow stripe In your lane lofor» 
bid passing. But there are mar- 
ginal areas where a depression is 
so shallow It is presumed oncom- 
ing traffic can be seen and there- 
fore the yellow stripe is un- 
necessary. 


Some of the state troopers 


seem to think last Friday's ac- 
cident scene is a case In point 
—and it's worth the highway 
department's time to look Into 
the matter. I drove out to the ap- 
proximate site this morning, but 
not knowing the exact location 
could not make a personal judg- 
ment. It remains a matter for 
official survey. 


This editor considers U.S. 67 


between Hope and Texarkana a 
dangerous stretch of road, not 
so much because of the hilly 
terrain between Hope and Ful- 
ton but because of the narrow 
bridges over the entire route. 
The paved route of U.S. 67 was 
built back 'in the early 1930s 
when bridges were no wider, 
than the roadway. Today we build 
bridges as wide or wider than the 
roadway and shoulder combined.

Soldiers along the Suez Canal 


and 
the Jordan Valley, the 


scenes of most Arab-Israeli ac- 
tion, voted a day early. 


All major parties were united 


in defiance toward the Arabs 
and the world. They pledged 
never to move from the occu- 
pied Arab lands without a real 
peace. The lack of issues and 
the constant attacks along the 
borders produced a lethargic 
election 
campaign. 
Election 


propaganda focused on getting 
the 1.75 million voters to the 
polls, taking the line that the 
Arabs would interpret indiffer- 
ence as lack of confidence in the 
Jewish state. 


The Gahal bloc, Israel's tradi- 


tional opposition, advocates an- 
nexation of the occupied territo- 
ries and more free enterprise in 
the Socialist-oriented economy. 


Mrs. Meir's Labor coalition,

militant group known as the In- 
vaders, is accused of being a 
disorderly person at Forrest 
City the night he was beaten by 
a crowd of whites. 


Watson, 31, suffered facial 


lacerations and a broken left el- 
bow when he was beaten. 


Kaplan urged the all-male,

I hope you will find that 


Watson did nothing but walk 
down the street and was then 
set upon by a group who were 
angry with him. They were 
angry because he had done the 
same thing they were doing— 
which was peaceful picketing 
and assembly." 


The trial is to determine if 


Watson should remain under a 
$1,000 peace bond. If Watson re- 
turned and caused trouble, the 
bond would be forfeited in favor 
of the city. 


Watson also failed to appear 


last month in Municipal Court 
here on the same charge. Wat- 
son's attorneys said he feared 
for his life at Forrest City. 


Mwiicipal Judge 0. H. Har- 


graves continued the case and 
the $1,000 peace bond foi Wat- 
son with the stipulation that the 
case be reviewed every month.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Thou- 


sands of government employes 
turn out each year on taxpayer 
time to serve as White House 
cheering sections 
when 
the 


President welcomes foreign vis- 
itors or pins medals on war 
heroes. 


This occurs on the average of 


once a month and means ab- 
sences of about two hours each 
for 25 to 200 workers requested 
from each agency. 


Last week, according to White 


House sources, about 5,000 pass- 
es were sent out to roundup a 
crowd to help President Nixon 
welcome the Shah of Iran. 


A t t e n d a n c e is arranged 


through quotas passed out to the 
agencies—from the Agriculture 
Department to White House It- 
self. Officials say participation 
is voluntary and builds morale 
of government workers. 


The quotas vary according to 


the type of ceremony and secu- 
rity involved, and the red-carpet 
affair for the Shah was one of 
the largest. 


No estimates 
on costs in 


man-hours lost from govern- 
ment desks were available, but 
agency officials said an average 
of two hours for each employee 
to go to the White House and re- 
turn seemed reasonable. 


A Civil Service Rommission 


spokesman 
said the average 


pay of career government em- 
ployees here is about $4.80 per 
hour. Thus it could cost an aver- 
age of $9,600 in wages for each 
two-hour ceremony attended by 
1,000 workers. 


Rounding up federal employes 


for audiences is not new in 
Washington although the White 
House cheering section is re- 
cent. Officials say it began with 
President John F. Kennedy, ex- 
panded under President Lyndon 
B. Johnson and now has been 
adopted by Nixon.

"At the moment, there is a 


chance, it seems to me, to try a 
gradual progressive disartna* 
ment," Scott said in a radio in- 
terview 
taped 
for 
weekend 


broadcast by Pennsylvania sta- 
tions. 


"The 
President is going to 


make more than a 30 per cent 
cut, in my opinion, in American 
armed forces during this first 
term. 


"1 would favor also, I would 


think, what the President seems 
to be headed for," he added, 
"... to bring back about 300,000 
of our troops over a period. The 
sooner we can remove all com- 
bat troops from Vietnam, the 
better." 


But on what degree of "Viet- 


namization" of the war should 
precede an American pullout, 
Scott put himself at odds with a 
fellow Republican senator, New 
York's Jacob Javits. 


Javits, in a New York radio 


interview, 
said 
the 
United 


States must end its combat op- 
erations in Vietnam by the end 
of 1971 "even if it may mean 
that South Vietnam will go down 
the drain." 


Scott said the United States 


cannot leave the South Viet- 
namese "unprepared to carry 
on their part of the war." 


Javits said Nixon's war policy 


so far has been "unprofitable. 


"Everything he's been saying 


up to now would indicate that he 
still wants to pursue what I con- 
sider to be the essentially dis-

which is 'put the heat on them 
and they'll negotiate,1" Javits 
said.
